Vote in House Is 163 to 
3; Governor’s Strongest 
Supporters Vote Against 
Taking Substitute. 


By a vote of 163 to 3 the house 
Wednesday passed a bill providing for 
a new scale of prices for automobile 
license tags, the scale running from 
$3 to $15. The bil! now goes to the 
senate. The vote on accepting the 
bill, which was a substitute measure, 
was 123 to 71. 

As approved by the house, the bill 
provides that owners of cars of 2,800 
pounds or less shall get $3 tags and 
that a charge of 25 cents per hundred 
pounds shall be made for tags for all 
cars weighing more than 2,800 pounds. 
In effect, the bill reduces the prices 
of :ags for smaller cars from $11.: 


44 


to $3 and cuts the tag prices of larger. 


cars 560 per cent. as the charge for al 
last year was 50 cents per hundred 
pounds. 

Governor Eugene Talmadge, who 
had advocated a flat $3 tag price for 
all cars, said Wednesday afternoon 
thar the bill as approved by the house 
was satisfactory to him and indicated 
that if the senate approved it the bill 
would get his signature. 

“Of course, I would have been much- 
better pleased if the house had gone 
on all the way on the tag proposition 
and made them all $3,” the governor 
said. “However, half. a loaf is cer- 
tainly better than no bread at all, and 
this measure will save the motor car 
owners of Georgia about $2,000,000, 
which is a great saving in this day 
and time.” 

$7.50 for Small Trucks. 

The bill provides that tags for one- 
ton trucks shall be sold at $7.50 and 
that tags for larger trucks and busses 
shall bring the same prices as here- 
tofore. 

Though those members of the house 
wh» are looked upon as the gover- 
nors staunchest supporters voted 
against accepting the measure, which 
was a substitute for a bill providing 
the flat S33 rate, most of them said 
Wednesday night that they believed 
the bill satisfactory. The list of those 
opposing the bill as passed included 
these in favor of the flat $3 rate 
and others who had hoped for a much 
higher rate. However, it was believed 
that a great majority of those opposed 
to the low rate voted with the ma- 
jority as at the time of the vote it 
was evident that if the $3-to-$15 
schedule was not adopted the flat $3 
rate, which had been approved by the 
public highways committee, would 
have won approval.

SOLONS TO CONFER. 

The interstate conference of leg- 
islators in Washington on February 
3 and 4, to be held undér the au- 
spices of the American Legislators’ 
Association, is called primarily to 
discuss problems of conflicting tax- 
ation, an issue vitally affecting the 
people of all the states. 

Unusual opportunity will be pre- 
sented at this conference for the 
launching of a movement directed 
at bringing order out of the chaos 
of laws, federal, state and local, un- 
der which trade is being handicapped 
and the tax burden complicated to 
such an extent that it is burden- 
some in its application. 

In its announcement of the con- 
ference, the Legislators’ Associa- 
tion points out that “the competi- 
tion between the states and the fed- 
eral government is creating a situa- 
tion increasingly acute and the con- 
ference will seek methods by which 
the states, acting collectively, can 
deal in an orderly -way with the 
federal government, having in view 
a common understanding beneficial 
to all concerned.” 

Taxpayers, both. corporate and 

individual, are now suffering from 
a situation which finds conflicting 
taxation, double taxation, competi- 
tive taxation and overlapping taxa- 
tion being applied in many states 
as the result of the same means be- 
ing resorted to by the state and 
federal governments to produce 
revenue. The result is that some 
sources are being overtaxed and 
some undertaxed, while a general 
inequality of taxation on various 
commodities exists in the 48 states 
of the Union.

With Gandhi. 


Rahindrahath Tagore. the great 
Hindu poet, has definitely come out 
on the side of Gandhi in the struggle 
for Indian independence. “No coun- 
try.” he said, “can be ruled against 
its will by another. India can no 
longer be ruled by force, however 
ruthless and scientifically efficient it 
may be. India’s relationship with 
England, economic and cultural, must 
be maintained, but that can only be 
done through friendliness and trust. 
Our people are ready for such co- 
operation, but their confidence must 
be regained by specific acts of the 
government clearly recognizing the 
right of our people to equity and self- 
determination. The only check to dis- 
order and distrust between our people 
and the English is the influence of 
the congress under the mahatma’s 
own leadership. Yet, thousands of the 
finest men in the congress have been 
jailed like criminals. 

“The government is thus running 
serious risks not only of permanent- 
ly losing any legitimate influence it 
may still possess our people, but of 
encouraging explosive activities which 
will be disastrous in their effects on 
innocent humanity.” 

So speaks a great voice full of tol- 
eration and good will. But the Brit- 
ish government could not see its way 
clear to liberate Mr. Gandhi from 
prison at Christmas, although asked 
to do so by an influential] section of 
public opinion in Britain. It is easily 
to be seen where India is drifting. 
For repression brings violence, just as 
surely as spring follows winter. It 
cannot be otherwise. ;

MOST CHRISTIAN 
OF CONTINENTS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—Europe is 
the most Christian of the continents, 
figures assembled by Dr. Olaf Mor- 
gan Norlie, president of the American 


| Lutheran Statistical Association, and 
‘Dr. George Linn Kieffer, president of 


the American Religious Statisticians, 
show. 

Europe has more professing Chris- 
tians than all the other world di- 
visions combined, and the percentage 
of these to its total population is far 
higher than that of any other conti- 
nent. 

But all the Christians in the world 
total only 28 1-4 per cent of the pop- 
ulation, the compilation says, their 
number being 558,027,965 and that of 
the non-Christians, 1,416,049,560, 

However, if Christianity is com- 
pared with the separate non-Christian 
instead of with the total, 
then it is easily in the lead. For its 
28 27 pér cent compares with 17.77 
per cent for Confucianism and Tao- 
ism, 11.65 per cent for Hinduism and 
11.09 per cent for Mohammedanism, 

If, in turn, Christianity is divided 
into its major groups, the Roman 
Catholics comprise 15.08 per cent of 
the world’s population, the Protestants 


‘6.74 per cent, and the orthodox Catho- 
‘lies 6.45 per cent.

At Annual Meeting of Atlanta Club 


The Burns Club of Atlanta cele- 
‘brated the 174th anniversary of the 
birth of Robert Burns, famous Scotch 


poet, and the 37th anniversary of the 
founding of the club here at the an- 
nual dinner Wednesday night, attend-

home of the Scottish bard. 

The dinner, which consisted of typi-

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NEWSPAPER MAN STUFF—AND LEGERDEMAIN. 

A few years ago Tommy Martin was working on a news- 
paper in Nashville, Tenn-O-See. In his odd moments he was 
trying out his skill with a few amateur tricks of magic. Later 
on he was working on a paper in New Orleans. But some old 
men came back and he lost that job. 

A magician happened to be playing the city and he 
needed an assistant. Martin got the job. And now he 

is one of the best young men in the profession. His 

skill with cards and with the more difficult and larger 

feats of legerdemain have attracted the attention of the 
stars in the business. He has some excellent letters from 

Thurston and other well-known professionals who have 

seen his work. 

Last night he gave a little private performance. The speed 
with which cards are handled, made to disappear and reappear 
in fanlike spreads—or transferred from one place to another— 
calls for remarkable timing. We are always running into this 
working “timing” in anything calling for precision—such as 
golf, billiards, rifle shooting or magic. 

Each “‘vanish,” each manipulation of the cards calls 
for split-second timing. I asked Martin about his prac-

tice—when he first began. He used to work for hours 

at one little trick—turning that card with the fingers so 

that at one flash of a second it was behind his hand and 

in another flash in the hand. It took hours of patient 

work—plain, old hard-fashioned work, to become 

skilled. , 

And now he can “‘vanish”’ large objects, saw people in two, 
and accomplish all the standard and all the new feats. But all 
those are accomplished without the tremendous nicety of han- 
dling and timing which the cards require. They remain the 
most difficult part of the business—from the standpoint of one 
who watches trom the viewpoint of one watching an athlete.

John D. Martin, president of the 
Southern association, in a wire to The 
Constitution yesterday, said that the 
various owners would be unable to 
reduce admission prices this season 
because “the present scale is neces- 
sary for continued operations.” 

No action is contemplated but this 
does not mean there will be no effort 
made to initiate the move to reduce 
certain sections to a 25-cent mini- 
mum in the bleachers and a 50-cent 
minimum in grand stand, 

Birmingham . officials, while they 
refuse to commit themselves, are re- 
ported to be in favor of such a move. 
They do not wish to begin it but will 
follow suit if someone else will bring 
it before the board of directors. 

FANS BRING PRESSURE. 

Fans in all cities, who know that 
theaters, football games, and other 
amusements are being shown at low- 
er prices, are bringing pressure on 
baseball. ‘The action of the Coast 
league, which is a AA league, one step 
higher than the Southern and perhaps 
the best of the Double A’s, will have 
its effect. The Coast league cut the 
bleachers to 25 cents and a section of 
the grand stand as low as 40 cents. 


Southern league owners, in Wiscuss- 


be willing to lower the prices during 
the depression if the public would 
stand for them being jacked up again 
when times get better. They point 
out that their prices the early part of 
this century were 50 and 25 cents 
and that since that time their invest- 
ments have tripled and in some in- 
stances gone beyond that. Salaries 
have more than doubled. The owners 
do not believe that the prices of 1905 
will enable them to operate in 1933. 
WILL STAY AWAY. 

The public, however, is determined 
to stay away from the parks in large 
numbers if prices are not reduced. It 
is just another problem for baseball 
to solve.

GRID COACHES 
FAVOR CHANGE 
IN PASS RULES 


Forward Passing To Get 
More Attention at Feb- 
ruary Meeting. 


By Edward J. Neil. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25.--(?)—Ref- 
erence in the 1932 football rules com- 
mittee report to the fear that some- 
thing might have to he done even- 
tually about the forward pass has 
brought forth from prominent coach- 
es at least three suggesticns§ that 
something be done immediately. 

As a result, football’s “committee 
of 20,” representing college and high 
school coaches, with Lou Little, of 
Columbia, as chairman, will meet 
here early in February to draw up 
recommendations to the rules com- 
mittee, 

Definitely, the fear of rules com- 
mittee that forward passing was zet- 
ting out of hand and that indiscrim- 
inate tossing should be discouraged, 
has brought these suggestions: 

1. That the penalty for two suc- 
cessive incomplete passes be increased 
from 5 to 15 yards. 

2. That forward passes be permit- 
ted from any point behin: the scrim- 
mage line, replacing the present re- 
striction that the ball must be thrown 
from a point at least 5 yards be- 
hind the line. 

3. That a forward pass caught by 
the defense after it ban touched an 
ineligible receiver be ruled an inter- 
cepted pass, instead of an incomplete 
pass as is the case today. 

These suggestions stood cut in the 
mind of Lou Little today as he pre- 
pared to receive members of the com- 
mittee, including Dick Hanley, Jock 
Sutherland, Hunk Anderson, Bill Alex- 
ander, Tuss McLaughry, Fritz Cris- 
ler, Harry Kipke, Gil Dobie, Elmer 
Layden, Bernie Bierman, Harry 
Stuhldreher and Harry Mebre. 

The committee was formed at the 
annual coaches’ sessions here last De- 
cember. The results of its delibera- 
tions will be turned to the rules com- 
mittee. 

“All. we want to do.” said Little 
today. “is help the rules committee 
and help football if we can. Theres 
nothing belligerent in our attitude. 
We're not trying to run football. Aft- 
er all in order to teach football we 
have to know it and study it, and the 
results of that study, since the best 
interests of football are our best in- 
terests, shouid be of assisiance in 
ruling the game. 

“Personally I believe that 
from simplifying the rules, taking 
away the ambiquity that exists im 
some places, they should be let alone. 
Last years changes worked out very 
well, I think. A little attention to the 
forward pass is about all 1 can see 
that is necessary.”

BOSTON, Jan. 25.—(?)—Dr. Wil- 

liam Philips Graves, 63, professor of 
gynecology at Harvard Medical school 
since 1911 and one of America’s lead- 
ing surgeons, died at his home today. 
He had been ill from pneumonia. 
_ Dr. Graves had been honored by 
‘medicai societies and was the author 
of widely known medical works. He 
had served as a member of the coun- 
cil of the American Gynecology So- 
ciety and had served as president in 
1931. 

Recently he received an honorary 
fellowship in the British College of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists, being 
the first American and the third man 
in the world to be so honored. He 
was a fellow of the American College 
of Surgeons. He had served for years 
as chief surgeon of the Free Hospital 
for Women in Brookline. 

Dr. Graves was born in Andover, 
January 29, 1870, and graduated from 
Yale in 1891 and then entered the 
Harvard Medical school. He was a 
member of the Yale football team of 
“Pa” Corbin in 1888, which many 
commentators have described as one 
of the three greatest teams in fovot- 
ball history.

Urged by Women 


’s Federation Here

velt highway from Warm Springs to

Mrs. R. M. Walker, president of 
the organization, presided at _ the 
meeting, and read her report, which 
was indorsed. An extract from her 
report stated that “Your president 
was approached some months ago by 
the Atlanta convention bureau with 
the suggestion that the Atlanta Fed- 
eration invite the Southeastern Coun- 
cil of Federated Clubs to meet here 
in October, 1933, as its guests. 

“These invitations from local 
bodies are usually indorsed by the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and, as there was no opportunity at 
that time to consult state officials, 
your president called on her advisory 
committee and the past presidents for 
advice. As a result, we replied to 
the convention bureau that, as_ the 
Southeastern Council had met twice 
in the past four years in Georgia, the 
Atlanta Federation felt it would be 
selfish and unsuitable for Georgia to 
ask for three meetings in five years, 
from a body which ineluded more 
than 12 states in its membership,” 
concluded Mrs. Walker.

TOKYO, Jan. 25.—(4)—-The Japa- 
nese cabinet is delaying its decision 
on whether Japan shall withdraw 
from the League of Nations until the 
government learus the exact nature 
of the recommendations for settling 
the Sino-Japanese conflict ‘which will 
be made by the League ‘sssembly’s 
committee of VW. 

This was learned from an authori- 
tative source today after Japanese 
newspapers carried an account of a 
special cabinet session at which For- 
eign Minister Uchida warned his col- 
leagues that they must prepare short- 
ly to make a decision of grave im- 
port. 

The newspapers printed stories of 
the cabinet meeting under such bold 
héadilines as “Grave Decision Con- 
fronting Empire” and “Great Danger 
Ahead.’ 

‘The ministerial session was held 
after Count Uchida had been inform: 
ed that the League had _ virtually 
abandoned efforts to obtain a concii- 
iatory settlement of the dispute with 
China. It was generally beiieved that 
the government would fee! compelled 
to withdraw from the League if the 
committee of 19’s report accused 
Japan of territorial aggression or vio- 
lation of the League covenant, the 
Kellogg-Briand pact or the nine-pow- 
er pact. 

The crisis over Menchurria result- 
ed in new parliamentary repercus- 
sions today. Following reports that 
discussion of the Manchurian policy 
in the diet’ Monday caused a sensation 
in League of Nations circles in Ge- 
neva, a demand was made that Hi- 
toshi Ashida, who questioned the gov- 
ernment concerning its activities 
abroad, retract statements made in 
the lower house. 

Mr. Ashida explained that he meant 
to uphold the government’s policy to- 
ward the League, but he beiieved that 
the Manchurian problem was vital to 
Japan and that the cabinet ought to 
do its utmost to solve it.

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WAR OVER LETC 


Peru Reminded of Obli- 
gations To End Dis- 
putes Peacefully. 


By the Associated Press. 

Secretary Stimson, in a note Wed- 
nesday to the Peruvian foreign min- 
ister, asked Peru not to break the 
peace with Colombia over the upper 
Ama2zon port of Leticia and to remem- 
ber her obligations as an adherent to 
the Briand-Kellogg anti-war treaty. 

This development in the controver- 
sy, which dates from last September, 
when Peruvian nationalists seized the 
small port from Colombia, was wel- 
comed in Lima. 

It was learned Peru now believes 
Leticia should be transferred to Brazil 
pending negotiations by a special com- 
mission of Colombians and Peruvians, 
which would seek to persuade those 
in control of the town to give it up, 

Latest reports reaching Rio de Ja- 
neiro were that a Colombian river fio- 
tilla, which left Manaos, Brazil, 4 
few days ago,-might already have ar- 
rived at Leticia. | 

Meanwhile, Brazil continued ef- 
forts to avert hostilities by making 
possible a temporary settlement until 
the two nations can settle the whole 
boundary dispute. 

Foreign ministers of Argentina and 
Chile plan an early meeting at Men- 
doza, Argentina, presumably to dis- 
cuss reviving the old alliance of Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, and Chile with ‘a 
view to achieving South American 
peace and stability.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—(P)— 
Secretary Stimson today called upon 
Peru not to break the peace with Co- 
lombia over the Leticia controversy, 
and to respect its obligations as an 
adherent to the Briand-Kellogg anti- 
war treaty in settling the dispute by 
amicable means.
